wasninoton, April 16.—A dispatch to the 
; department of state heretofore mentioned in 
> ¢he dispatches from Rollin M. Daggeit, United 
States minister, resident at Honolula, relative 
to the alleged reports that Chinese sugars are 
brought to that port and reshipped from there 
' 4 the United States as the product of Hawa- 
sign islands in order to secure advantages of our 
reciprocity treaty with that kingdom, shows 
that such reports are, in his opinion, entirely 
githout foundation.. During the year 1882, 
gbich Daggett particylarly investigated, only 
four vessels arrived at-Honolulu from Chinese 
ports, and none of these brought or discharg- 
ed Chinese sugars. Daggett submits also con- 
siderations which go to strengthen his belief 
that charges of such illicit proceedings on part 
of any parties, is not only groundless, but 
aeserts that it is next to impossible to success- 
fully operate in that way. Even” granting 
under the most favorable condition of things 


that this conld be done, the necessary expen- 
ces incidental to this work, viz., lighterage to 
shore, loading and transporting sugars inland 
from one to five miles, mixing and working 


in Hawaiian sugars, resacking, reloading 
and retransporting to the shore 
and lighterage to vessel, would 


he in excess of evaded duties. Under all the 
circumstances, therefore, Doggett 1s firmly of 
the belief that Chinese sugars have not been 
in the past,nor re they pow, brought to 
Hawaiian islands and reshipped tothe United 
States as products of Hawaiian plantations.

THE SUPREME GouRrT. 


The High Tribunal of the Land Renders Deelsions in 
Two Important Cases. 

Wasuincton, April 16.—A decision was 
rendered by the supreme court of the United 
States today in the case of J. Lb. Wail, 
brought here upon petition for mandamus 
from tbe United States district court for the 
southern district of Florida. Wal! petition- 
ed a: d was disbarred and forbidden to prac- 
tice in the United States courts of the district 
above mentioned, for having taken part in 
lyncbing a prisoner named Jobu, who was ip 
jail at Tampa waiting trial on charge of rape. 
He petitioned for a writ of mandamus 
to compel the United States district judge 
to restore to him the rights and 
privileges of an attorney in said court on the 
ground that bis disbarment, without due 
trial and conviction for crime, was unconsti- 
tutional and void. This court, in an elabor- 
ate opinion by Justice Bradley, bolds that 
while there is no settled and inflexible rule 
for the reguiation of procedure in cases of 
this kind, federal judges may, in their dis- 
cretion, disbar an attorney who has been 
guilty of conduct of such a nature as to bring 
disgrace and scandal upon the court, whetber 
be bas peen duly tried under criminal laws 
of the state or not. The petition for man- 
damus is therefore denied. Justice Field 
read the dissenting opinion. 

A decision was also rendered by the court 
to-day in the bond case of Charies E. Lewis, 
plaintiff in error, against the city of Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, in error to the circuit court of 
the United States for the district of Louisiana. 
This was asuit upon coupons of a series of 
bonds issued by the city of Sbreveport in aid 
of the Texas and Pacific railroad company. 
This court holds that the bonds are void for 
want of valid legislative authority. That 
unless specific authority has been given by 
the legislature to municipal corporation to 
grant pecuniary aid to railroad companies 
ail bonds of municipality purporting on 
their face to be for such 
lurpose are void even in the hands of 

ma fide holders and this, whether people 
voied aid or not. Every purchaser of such 
bond is chargeable in law with notice of want 
of power in municipal authorities to bind the 
body politic in that way. Ln this case it is not 
pretended that any such power was expressly 
granted, and there is no provision of the 
charter from which anything of kind can be 
inferred. Judgment was affirmed with costs. 
Opinion by Chief Justice Waite.

SEEKING HOMES, 


Large Bedies of Evicted Irish Farmers Coming to 
America. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 16,—Sixty-nine evicted 
furmers from counties Mayo and Galway 
reacned this city by the steamship Indiana. 
They boarded the steamer at Queenstown and 
came to this country mainly through the 
charity of the funds that have been raised 
in Great Britain and Ireland for the purpose 
of relieving cases of distress growing out of 
the Jand trouble. Tney presented a pitiable 
picture of distress, and most of them carrted 
all their worldly effects in a sack or bundle. 

Boston, April 16.—The British steamer 
Nestorian brought 650 passengers, 
most of them impoverished — Lrish 
people sent ever at the expense 
of the English government. The greater 
part are fanilies, some numbering eight or 
ten members, while a majority is about five. 
The majority came from Galway county— 
others from Mayo, Derry fand Dunegal. The 
most of those from Galway had been evicted, 
An agent of the government furnished money 
to those who desired to go Lo 
places beyond Boston, the amount 
depending on tbe size of the family, some re- 
ceiving a few shillings, others two pounds, 
three pounds, five pounds or six pounds. A 
great many of the men were farmers, but 
seem undecided as to what they shall do here. 
Some are going to New York, others to Pitts- 
burg. Portiand, Chicago, Canada and other 
places, waile some wii! remain in Boston and 
vicinity. Several paid their own way, but 
brought little with themin the way of money 
or household goods. The steamer Parthia 
from Liverpool also brougnt a large number 
of the same class of emigrants.

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A TEXAS METEOR. 


A Hlappcaing That Has Surprised and Frightened the 
Citizens of Brown County: 

Fort WortH, Texas, April 16 —A dispatch 
from Williams Ranch, Brown county, says that 
about 20’clock Sunday morning agreat meteor 
fell in. the ouigkirts of towa, killing several 
head of cattle and destroying the dwelling 
house of Martinez Garcia, a Mexican herds 
man, who, with his family, consisting of a 
wife and five children, are buried beneath 
the ruins. In its descent the meteor. re- 
sembled a massive ball of fire, and the shock 


was similar to that of an earthquake. It is 
still hot and steaming. It 1s imbedded 
in the earth probably one hun- 
dred feet and towers above the 


surface about seventy, and will cover about 
one acre of ground. The concussion was ter 
rific, nearly every window in the town being 
shattered. People were lhuried violently 
from their beds, and goods in storehouses 
were tivurown from their shelves. No lives 
were lust as far as known, except those of the 
Mexican herdsman and his family, aithouzh 
several buildings fell to the ground. Cattle 
fled in terror im every direction. The air was 
filled with sulphurous gas. The wildest con- 
fusion prevailed, as it was a long time before 
any body could even conjecture what it was, 
This is the largest meteor that has ever fallen 
and it has already been visited by many peo- 
ple, and will doubtless continue to attract 
great attention for months to come. It has 
occasioned great excitement, not only here, 
but in all the surrounding country. 


THE LAND LEAGUE, 


Major O’Byrne, of Cincinnati, Denounces the New

New York, April 16.—Major John Byrne, 
of the Cincinnati land league, has written to 
General O’ Berne, of the New York land 
league, denouncing the sentiments expressed 
and the action taken at the meeting of the 
Rossa faction in New York on the eignth, ex- 
pressing the belief that Rossa and his fellows 
ure paid agents of England to injure the 
cause of Lreland, and asserting that the meet- 
ing referred to has caused much distress 
among the patriotic friends of Ireland in the 
west, and begging that the conservative ele- 
ment at New York take some reassuring 
action.

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SEEKING A DIVORCE. 


EX-GOV. HUBBARD’'S DAUGHTER 
GRANTED A WRIT. 


After Four Years With Her Husband She Now Seeks 
~ Liberty~—On Trial tor Arson—Rep.d end Mur 
dered—Bank Burglary—A Conspiracy 
Cass—Other Crimes, Etc., Ec. 


Harerrorp, April 16.—The sequel to the 
elopement of Miss Nellie Hubbard, the 
youngest daughter of ex-Governor Hubbard, 
and her miarriage to her father’s coachman, 
Frederick Shepard, four years ago, has just 
been made known to her friends here, who 
learned for the first time to-day that Mrs, 
Shepard had secured a divorce from her hus- 
band. The story of Miss Hubbard’s hasty 
action, in deceiving her father. and marrying 
amanso far beneath her, not only in the 
social, but in the intellectual scale, has had 
the ending which such stories generally do 
have—repentence at lJeisure for what was 
done in haste. Miss Hubbard, who was at the 
time a young girl scarcely 18 years of age, 
was secretly married to Shepard at 
Westfield, Muass.,on March 11, 1878, while 
her father’s family were absent from Hart- 
ford. Shepard, who was about thirty years 
old, had acted as coachman for ex-Governor 
Hubbard for about a year anda half. So far 
as his character went, very little could be 
urged against him, except that he had form- 
erly been a hackman, a tact from which it 


was argued that he must have been accus- 
tomed to associate with characters of doubt- 
ful morality. He was a young fellow of good 
address, and did not drink or swear, but he 
was very illiterate. Miss Nellie undertook to 
teach him to read and write, and while en- 
gaged in this laudable effort to benefit his 
condition she lost, cr imagined that she lost, 
her heart. The fact of the marriage was not 


made known to ex-Governor Hubbard 
until March 22, eleven days 
after the ceremony, when the 


marriage certificate was sent to him by 
the groom’s parents. His daughter was pre- 
paring to leave the house to join her husband 
when this document was placed in his hands. 
The heart-broken father confronted her with 
the certificate, and she then candidiy ac- 
knowledged that she was married toShepard, 
declared with the enthusiasm of a woman in 
love that ber husband was fully worthy of 
her, and left the house to join him, despite 
the attempts of the grief stricken father to 
restrain her. From that time to this Nellie’s 
name, it is said, has been a forbidden word in 
the household of ex-Governor Hubbard. The 
old gentleman disowned the girl, who had 
hitherto been his favorite child, and positively 
refused to receive any commuuication frow 
either her or ber husband. 

After the sensation created by her marriage 
and died away, Mrs, Shepard fell quietly out 
of sight of her former aristocratic friends, and 
she would heave been almost forgotten but for 
her proceedings to secure a divorce, which 
have once more revived the memory of her 
romantic marriage. After the wedding the 
couple renmisined in this city for about two 
years. Fora few days they kept themselves 
perfectly secluded, and Shepard feared to 
show himself in public lest he should be. as- 
saulted by his former master and father in- 


tuok no mere notice of him than if he were 
dead he secureda clerkshipina Hartford shoe 
store, where he worked faithfully, His young 
wife had plenty of money at this time, some 
that was bers in her own right, and more, 
it is said, from the ready purse of 
her heart-broken mother, who, while bow- 
ing meekly to the will of her husband, could 
not suppress all love for her darling child, 
The couple lived very happily for a ume, and 
a child was born to them, a girl, to cement 
their union. About two years ago they re- 
moved to New Haven, where Shepard started 
a large livery stable in State street, with 
rooney furnished by his wife and friends. 
The stable is cennected with a large hotel, 
aud yields quite a revenue to Shepard, who 
is stillrunnipg it. They engaged a cozy cot- 
tage in a pleasant street, and here for a time 
all went well. But the domestic peace was 
to be shattered in New Haven. Mrs. Shep- 
ard became tired of her unlettered husband, 
and they began to find that their tastes in al- 
most everything ran in counter directions. 
Sheperd atiended strictly to his  busi- 
ness, and Mrs. Shepard, who was not re- 
ceived with open arms by New Haven so 
ciety, showed Ler contempt of the fashion- 
able world, of which she had formerly been a 
belle, by purchasing a dog-cart and a hand- 
some pony, with which she appeared ia the 
sireets, elegantiy attired, on every. pleasant 
day. The beautiful woman naturally at- 
tracted admirers, and among them one is said 
to be an aged and wealthy manufacturer of 
New Haven. and anotherg millionaire of New 
York, wvo frequents the Turf club in that 
city. Shepard became jealous of his wife, 
with or without cause, aud the result was that 
the two separated several months ago and 
have not lived together since. 

When the breach occurred Shepard went to 
live in a hotel, and the wife remained in the 
cottage with her child. The husband called 
frequently to see his child, and on such occa- 
sions Mrs. Shepard left the two together. 
Some four months ago she gave up her cottage 
and went to live in tae Selden house, at New 
Haven. The breach between her and ber 
husband was constantly widening, although 
it was very apparent that Shepard still 
idojized his wife. Some three months since 
when the rumor that she was about to seek 
for a divorce was first spread, a friend of 
Snephard’s spoke to him on the subject. He 
cried like a baby then, and said that he had 
always been true to ber, and should always 
love ber devotedly. He acted like a child 
that was being punished, refused to believe 
tbat his wife would ask for a divorce, and 
seemed to be confident that she would ulti- 
mately return to live with him. — 

Mrs. Suepard’s lawyer in moving for the 
divorce was N. L. Blydeuburg, wbo fgured as 
the convsel for the Malley boys in their trial 
for the murder of Jennie Cramer, Thecause 
for which the divorce was granted is said to 
be abandonment, Sbepard making no coun- 
ter charges. Great efforts have been made to 
keep the fact that a divorce has been granted 
sevret in Connecticut, the lawyers and the 
judge doing all in their power to conceal the 
record from the public. Itis thought by 
some that Mrs. Shepard, having disembar- 
rassed herself of ber plebian husband, wiil 
be welcomed back to her father’s house, buat 
the general opinion is that ex-Governor Hub- 
bard will never recall the denunciation which 
he pronounced against his daughter four years 
ago.

Miss Sue Z. Standish, sister of Mrs. Porter, 
was for @everal years connected with the 
Lookout Mountain Institute, a high school 
established on the pointof Lookout mountain 
overlooking Chattanooga, some years ago, as 
teacher im the musical department, for which 
she was by education and experieuce, and in 
other material respects, eminently qualified. 
She resigned her position and a $1,00v salary, 
and went upon Sand Mountain to reside with 
her sister, Mrs. Porter. She was visited by 
Mrs. Chubbuck, her New York friend, who 
had beeu left a widow with only one son,who 
had also died, Mrs. Chubbuck has been reared, 
and it may jastiy be said that she was an or- 
nament, in the most refined circles of society 
in New York city, and etsewhere in that state. 
Mrs. Ghaubdbuck induced and aided Mr. Porter 
to ereet a handsome residence, costing sev 
eral thousand dollars, on the brow of the 
mountain, in full view of Bridgeport and oth- 
er points fur several miles along the Nasii- 
ville «nd Chattanooga railroad, and from 
which Bridgeport, Stevenson, Alabama, South 
Pittsburg, Jasper, Tennessee, and the fennes- 
see rivet Can be viewed with the naked eye on 
a clear day.

A GALA DAY WITH THE FIREMEN 
AT MACON YESTERDAY. 


A Spiendic Attendancs—Ten Thousand Pzeple Out to | 
See the Procession—The Line of March—'xhe 
Contestend the Succcastul Contestants. 
Awarding of the Prizes, Bte.

Macoy, April 16 —The fireman's parade to- 
day was the grandest turnout ever witnessed 
in Georgia.

DEATH OF DR. GEORGE HOWE. 
Special to The Constitution. 

CotumBia, April 16. — George Howe, 
D. D., L.L. D., president of the Columbia 
Theological seminary, and for more than 51 
years a student and a professor in that institu- 
tion, died at his residence in the city lest night, 
after asbort sickness. Two weeksago, Dr. Howe 
was in his accustomed robust beaith and was 
active in the performance of his arduous du- 
ties. While returning from church last Sun- 
day week in a carriage, an accident happened 
to the vehicle and all its occupants were 
thrown tothe ground witb considerable vio- 
lence. None of them were seriously :njured, 
however, save Dr. Howe, who sustained a vio- 
Jent shock, and other injuries 
of an internal character, which 
completely prostrated him. The venerable 
theologian was carried to the residence of his 
son, Dr. George Howe, and everything was 
done to alleviate his sufferings. Under the 
delicate ministrations of loved ones and the 
unremitting attentions of skilled medical 
practitioners, he improved immediately and 
hopes were raised that he would recover 
from his sickness. His improvement contin- 
ued until last Wednesday night, when a sud- 
den change for the worse occurred. This un- 
favorable turn in the patient's condition pro- 
duced the gravest fears among his family and 
friends. 

The Charleston Presbytery, which was in 
session here Jast Thurday, being appris- 
ed of Dr. Howe’s precarious sityation 
passed resolutions of condolence and Offered 
fervid prayers for his restoration to health. 
But it was ordained that neither the suppli 
cations of the righteous nor tbe skill of learn- 
ed physicians could thwart nature’s course, 
ad after sinking lower and lower the aged 
man of God passed away peacefully last even- 
ing, surrounded by a score of sorrowing rela 
ives and friends, 

SKETCH OF DR. HOWE'S LIFE. 

This eminent theologian was born eighty- 
one years agv in New Hampsbire. His father 
was a sturdy Englishman and bis mother was 
Irish. They were pious and early sowed in 
the heart and mind of their only son, the 
seeds of truth and piety, which, under their 
careful nurture were destined to ripen into 
robust maturity and produce the shoicest 
fruits. Dr. Hewe enjoyed the very best 
advantage during his youth and _ then 
was given the privileges oi a thorough train- 
ing in Yale colleg®?. He pursued while at 
college a full course, snd graduated with 
marked honors. Immediately upon his grad- 
uation he began preparations for the Christian 
ministry and soon afterwards came to this 
city and entered the theological seminary 
here. Since that time he has deen a resident 
of Columbia. He was licensed to. preagh the 
gospel, but he preferred the class room, and 
his rare scholarship peculiarly fitted him for 
the professor's chair. He was chosen profes- 
sor of Biblical literature and oriental lan- 
guages, which chair he filled until he was 
elected to the presidency, This position he 
occupied till his death. 

The deceased has been for many years re- 
Cdgnized as ene of the ablest living exponents 
ofCalvanism. He was the leader of that 
branch of the adberents of Calvin known as 
the Sub Lafrarians. He wrote several works 
of great merit on doctrinal points, and his 
History of the Presbyterian Church So: th, is 
one of the ablest works of the kind ever writ- 
ten. Asa preacher he was clear, orginal and 
convincing. Asa Greek and Hebrew scholar 
he had tew equals. Altogether he was a most 
remarkable man, and by his death the church 
is bereft of a tower of strength. 

Dr. Howe’s death has occasioned a profound 
sensation in Columbia and throughout the 
state. His son-in-law, Dr. B. M. Palmer, of 
New Orleans, has been telegraphed for, and 
the funeral will be delayed until his arrival.

your enterprises—all these have operated to pro- 
duce the eXisting distrust of Ameri- 
caninvestments. Look at what has been done 
right under your nose in the city bere, with the 
Western Union and with the elevated railroad 
companies, and tell me what security can any- 
budy-three thousand miles away feel when he puts 
his money under the control of the men who have 
perpetrated those abuses?’

A REMARKABLE DUST. 

On February 26 there was discovered in the snow 
in several places in Trondhjem Amt, in North Nor- 
way, a fine dust, which, it was believed, originated 
from the Icelaud volcanoes, such an occurrence 
having taken place in 1876.

Cloudsof dust passing wong in the air at great ele- 
Vations are not unusual, ‘hus Professor Smyth in 
his book on Teneriffe states that oftentimes while 
at high aititudes. the view of portions of dis'ant is- 
lands would be almost eutireiy cut off by Strata of 
dustin the air. The existence of these clouds of 
dust in the midst of the ocean, at a great distance 
from land isan interestitg problem. While exper- 
imeuting upon inount ina in Italy, where the air 
is of the purest and clearest, Protessor Laugley «lso 
eucouutered these clouds of dust; and, oa mount 
Whiwey io California, at an elevation of 13,000 feet, 
the same phenomeuo was observed

SCHOOL TALK, 


State Schoo! Commiasioner Orr's Efforta to Stir Up the 
l’evple of Keome. 

Saturday Dr. Orr, State school commissioner, re- 
turned from a yisitto Rome. He went there in his 
general round of work for the cause of education 
in the State, and last Friday night addressed the 
people on the need of better facilities for educating 
the masses in Georgia. He was heard with interest, 
ashe alwaysis. The address was especially appro- 
priate in Kome at this time, because there is to 
be an election in that city iu May on the question 
of establishing a system of public schoels distinct 
from those maintained by the state authority. The 
friendsof the preposed schools are very sanguine 
of carrying their point, and think it will be a big 
step in the progress of One of the thriftiest of the 
smaller Georgia cities. Dr. Orr,1n his address, pre- 
sented his well matured views on the necessity of 
better schools in Georgia. ‘Iwo bills now pendin 
befure the legislature, and to be acte 
on at tre July session, contemplate 
an increase of the school fund that will accomplish 
what Dr. Orrand so many others desire. Oue bill 
proposes to levy a special school tax of one tenth 
of one percent. This would raise about $260,000 a 
year. lheother bill proposes to give the other half 
r‘ntal of the State road, one-half already going to 
the school fund. This would add $150,000 to the 
present fund. Either bill would greatly improve 
the school system, and both would put it on a fine 
basis. t is «a well known fact that 
Georgia accomplishes more than any state 
in the union in the way. of educating the inasses, 
cOusidering the amount of money devoted to that 
purpose. Dr. Orr believes the way to reach the leg- 
islatureand to secure liberal enactments is to build 
up a pubLe sentiment that will demand them. This 
Ix tbe object of his visitsand address in various parts 
of the state. He is very much encouraged by the 
outlook. Yesterday he had news that the grand 
jury of Franklin connty had recommended the pas- 
sage of the bill giving all the rental of the State 
road. Several county grand juries have taken simi- 
lar action on oue or the other of the proposed bills.

GRANITE BLOCKS. 


How They are Made by Seventeen Scotchmen at Stene 
Mountain. 

Stone Mountain is dotted over with busy quarry- 
men getting out granite blocks for the Marietta and 
Decatur street pavements, Nearly two hundred 
men are ergaged in the work. Among them are 
seventeen Scotch pave-cutiers. A CONSTITUTION re- 
porter took a run down to see them yesterday, The 
pave-cutter is the artist in granite, To him the or- 
dipary quarryman stands ‘‘as moonlightinto sun- 
light or as water unto wine.’’ He is an autocrat 
and makes dollars to the other man’s dimes. He is 
the artist in granite and chips it away easier than a 
grocer cuts off cheese. A few yards up the moun- 
tain side ona sunny slope was & quarry. Resting 
upon the unbroken granite just at the edge of the 
quarry was the steam drill, an odd looking machine 
pitched on three legs like & surveyor’s compass, 
The drill was worked by a cylinder and piston rod, 
supplied with steam from an engine a hundred [cet 
away. 
“What do you call it?’ innocently asked the 
scribe. 

‘steam drill. Never see one before?’ 
‘Oh, yes; and I had a vague idea what sort of a 
machine it was, but information that is not reliable 


is vot valuable, therefore 1 asked,"’ 

“IT see, good enough, now just hold a minute and 
you can see how she works.’’ 

The signal was given, there was a splutter ei 
steam in the cylinder, and the drill descended and 
made a jittl white cross on the dark sur- 
fsce of the granite. It went up again, turned partly 
around ao again descended, that time crossiig the 
roarks thet the first blow had made. A bucket of 
water with a hole in the bottom was pleced near 
ihe evot and the water trickled down and kept the 
drill wet so that it could not become heated, The 
*tearm cafoe with a rush aud the drill ascended and 
descended ifke lightuing, cutting into the granite 
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had made a hole two and a half inches across and 
six feet deep into the granite 

“That mechine,"’ remarked the foreman, ‘will 
bore into granite just three times‘as fast as a man 
can bore into wood with an auger."’ 

“Why do you go down just six feet?’’ 

* Beeause that is the thickness of this layer of 
granite This whole mountain is in sheets like the 
sheets of paper ina book. They are from four to 
six feet thick ordinarily, and we first blast out the 
granite that thick and then split up into smaller 
pieces with chisels, Down next to where the men 
are at work you see the smooth side where the 
crack was made by the Lewis hole. The sheet 
there presents a smooth side, plumb asthe side of 
a house fora hundred feet orso. Beneath it you 
will see where the strata rests — the one beneath 
it like the top cake ona stack of batter cakes. In 
the center you will see the Lewis hole that did 
the business,”’ 

‘And what is the Lewis hole?"’ 

“The Lewis hole is the hole that we make for 
splitting off an immense piece of granite One side 
of this piece, you see, is already cleared away. We 
are bow clearing away one end. When thatis done 
we will go to the center, drillthree or feur holes six 
feet deepand about half an inch apart, put in 
from four to ten pounds of powder and touch it 
off. When it explodes you will finda straight crack, 
say a huadred feet long, aud you will havea piece 


of granite that long, six feet thick andtwenty feet 
wide, like an immense curbstone laying on 
its side. The men then begin on one erd 
with hand drills and wedges, and 


split it off in pieces containing about thirty cubic 
feetand then it goesto the Scotchmen who cut it 
up into blocks for the streets.”’ 

he reporter clambered down to where the hardy, 
sandy-whiskered Scotchmen were working. A man 
who has never seen it done has any idea how these 
fellows chip up granite. Aman with a drill gets 
outa piece say two feet long and ten inches square 
otherwise. Thatiaasimp!e process. THe Scotch- 
man takes the piece, glauces at it. and sees in an 
instant the ‘‘rift.”” The granite will split only with 
the rift and quickly he shifts the piece as his long 
practiced eye tells him he must, then he catches up 
a iwenty-five pound steel hammer with an edg:» 
sharp as an ax, gives the block of granite a few g-n- 
tle taps as though he was marking off the way he 
wants it to break, turns it over, comes down with a 
heavy blow aud the piece of granite breaks just 
exacily as he wants it te. The edges are 
smooth and straight. The smaller pieces go 
the rame way until the whole | paps is divided up 
into blocks as smooth almost and as regular as those 
thatare nowon Alabama street. The least bitof 
dressing fixes them into the proper shape, and that 
dressing is done by a man who goes about it witha 
aeel hammer, pretty much as a mason cutsupa 
brickbat with a trowel. It is wonderful how these 
men can cut up granite with such ease and accura- 
cy. Watching the rift, they are able to make an 
absolutely square block with’ adozen blows of a 
hammer as easily as a man could rive outa shingle 
b ock, and much easier than a man could bursta 
chestnut rail cut. 

‘‘How do they know the rift?’ ssked the reporter 
of Mr James Wilson, the foreman. All parts of the 
rock appeared the same to him. 

“Why, my young friend,’’ was the reply, ‘‘those 
men have been in that business all their lives. We 
were put at it by our fathers when we 
were ten or twelve years old, and have studied 
nothing else. You know what the rift is, do you 
not? ltisthe grain of the granite running ina 
horizontal direction, and that is the natural way for 
the granite tosplit. The rift can be easily discov- 
ered by any experienced pave-cutter. I will guar- 
antee that any man of this seventeen can go to At- 
lanta, pick up one of the blocks out of Alabama 
street, and tell by looking at it exactly how it lay 
in the quarry bed, which is the naturally flat side. 
and which end wasup the hill We have to doit 
every minntein the day; it is our business.’’ 

‘*How much do they make?’’ 

‘‘Prom six to fifteen dollarsa day. Six dollars is 
considered a very poor day’s work for a pave-cut- 
ter.’”’ 

‘‘How many of these Vievks are to be gotten out?”’ 

‘*] think about five hundre? thousand. There is 
no telling when it willend. Atlanta will want a 
big pile of these blocks before she gets through.”’

A Curious Old Back Seeured by a Curlosity -Seeker in 
Atlanta. 

There is a curious old edition of the good book 
known as the ‘Breeches Bible.’’ It is often thus re- 
ferred to and the explanation does not accompany 
the reference. Mr. Joseph M. Brown, of Atlanta, 
has a number of very old books of various kinds 
among which are several antique editions of the 
bible. Recently he saw an advertisement of a copy 
the **Breeches’’ Bible for salein New York and he 
determined to have it. The price demanded 
for the relic was $25 but Mr. Brown was glad to se- 
cure it, even at that price. The book is remarkably 
well preserved. Its pages are perfect. The binding 
is of the best leather and the volume is good for 
many years yet.

The 
name by which the book is known is attributab e 
to the version cf the 7th verse of the 3d of Genesis, 
which the translator gave in bis devout search for 
the truth. The verse is thus rendered: ‘‘Then the 
eyes of them both were opened and they knew that 
they were naked, and they sowed figge tree leaves 
together and made themselves breeches.’”’” The 
artist who illustrated the title pege evidently had a 
lively fancy, but he does not present the portrait of 
Eve in this trying costume.
